AN ACT to authorize the Chicago, Freeport and
St. Paul Railroad Company, its successors
and assigns, to build, construct and maintain
bridges for railway purposes over, and across
the Eau Galle river at any points in the coun-
ties of Pepin, Pierce and Dunn.
